The enterprise will be known as 
the International Assurance Com- 
pany, and it is being organised by 
Interests closely connected with 
the American ASintic Under- 
writerss 

The new company will be form- 
ed under the Hongkong Ordin- 
ances, will be registered in 
Hongkong that is to say, and will 
be managed hy the International 
Underwriters, a British concern 
with a Shanghal — directorate. 
though it is a subsidiary of the 
Amertean Asiatic Underwriters 
concern, 

The cupitnl of the new company 
will consist of six hundred ghou- 
snnd shares at a par value of five 
taela, although, each will be sold 
at premium of one tael, making o 
net price of six taels. 

This, it is learned, has been 
decided upon in order to provide 
an immediate fully paid capital 
of Tis. 8,000,000, which constitutes 
a-Guarantee Fund, and a paid-up 
surplus of ‘Ts, 600,000, which will 
be used as working capital.

Mr. Johnston's Story.

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TROUBLED SPAIN.

Despite the concessions which 
King Alfonso mide to popular feel- 
ing a few months age, when Ad- 
miral Aznar succeeded General 
Rerenguer as Prime Minister, there 
are once again indications that the 
Spanish Throne is in jeopardy. 
Republicanism, which has long been 
xevthing « beneath — the surface, is 
gathering force every day, and the 
results of the first municipal elee- 
tions held for a period of eight 


years must be interpreted as the

in the Provinees the unti-Monar- 
chist movement is hardly less strong. 
When it came into office, the Govern- 
ment though in no sense Republican 
in outlook, promised — reforms in 
the Constitution which would, have 
the effect of the limiting powers of 
the Monarchy, but it would appear 
that these promises may have come 
too Jate. It has well been said 
that in polities, it is highly impor- 
tunt to act in time; otherwise, 
the demands inerense and what 
would have satisfied yesterday 
doos not sutisty to-day. The trend 
of events in Spain gives point to 
this contention. , . 

Looking back over the reeent his- 
tury of this troubled country, it is 
now clear that the dictatarship of 
Primo de Rivera was the last stand 
of mediaeval sovereignty. Guaran- 
tees ‘were suspended and political 
liberties denied. A rigorous cen- 
sorship, however, failed to stifle the 
damours’ for changes, and the 
status of the King himacif was 
challenged. Then General Beren- 
guer came inte office, and it is snid 
of him that he genuinely tried to 
arrange elections, but the offer of 
& Parliament’ enme too lite. The 
people denianded more. They usk- 
ed for nothing» less than a Con- 


‘Listituent Assembiy which should dis- 


cusa the Constitution and for the 
provision of safeguards against 
future abuse of prerogatives. A, 
few months ago, the avowed object 
of all parties, from Conservatives 
to Socialists, was for a more 
liberal Constitution which would 
reduce King Alfonso to a constitu: 
tional nionarch of strictly Hmited 
powers, without veto, and which 
would give Spain a democratic re- 
gime. To-day, it is conceivable 
that the people want much more 
than that. The fact is, of course, 
that the wholo machinery of 
government, as it existed beforo 


1923, has become rusted. As Henri! 


has voted solidly Republican, whilst 


Beraud has: sald, the dictatorship 
produced Instability, doprecinted 
the currency nad discredited the 
Monarchy, and politicians and pco- 
plo alike now demand either a com- 
plets or partial nbdlcation of the 
King. When Genera) Berenguer 
realyned, the King might have re- 
sisted the demands for reform, 
which would no. doubt have caused 
a violent upheaval, or he cauld have 
yiven up the crown, which, for a 
King of known cournge, he would 
hardly feel ke doing. He chose 
the third course of submitting to 
the demand for n Constituent As- 
sembly. It remains to be scen 
whother .the concession came soon 
enough. ‘ 

A commentator In close touch 
with Spanish life recently foresaw 
the possibility of an early election 
in which the Constitution wauld be 
called into question, This he re- 
warded as the minimum outcome 
of the perststence of — popular 
opinion, King Alfonso made his 
last concessions because 9 revolu- 
tion wos imminent, but if revolu- 
tion should once again raise its 
thend and spread to any marked ex- 
tent, anything may happen. It has 
well been said that when a revolu- 
tionary niovement begins, it cannot 
he called off at will, In any case, 
the old regime ts doomed {n Spain. 
Whether the country will proceed 
in calm and orderly manner to re- 
novate its Constitution, or whether 
a big upheaval is pending, the 
events of the next few weeks may 
determine.

Developments in Australia are 
somewhat alarming, The contifet 
of discords in Labour circles has 
given Mosecow-nourished ex? 
tremivts an opportunity ef which 
they have not failed to take 
advantage, and, what is more 
serious,, workers are listening 
without protest to insulting: yefer- 
ences to the King and to incite- 
ments te violence, Mr. James 
Kidd, namesake of another mare 
famous swashbuckler, speaks of 
plins fer the formation sof a 
Lubour Army ns necessarily a 
revolutionary movement, and in- 
formed an excited ‘mob that. if 
they wére going to fight it would 
not be by medium of the ballet 
box. but by the machine-gun. 
More remarkable, perhaps, is the 
fact that such threatening and 


scditious: speeches are made with-- 


out the slightest nttempt at. inter- 
ference. We know Mr. Scallin is 
busying himself with the’ New 
Labour Party and is awaiting the 
day when he can call Mr, Kidd, 
Mr. Hoare and their supporters 
bogus, but if no more effective 
‘plan than this is evolved for 
countering the efforts of the Red 
element, we do not hesitate to say 
that the situation—causing appre- 
hension and diatrust—will become 
incaleulably worse: There are 
obviotts difeulties in the way of 
Federal action, but it is clear that 
the Government of the Common- 
wealth cannot look idly on while 
a movement which may embroil 
the whole country is rapidly deve- 
loping. In other words, this is a 
testing time fer Mr. Scullin. He 
is, apparently, unable to control 
his erstwhile supporters, and yet, 
at the same time, as the head-of 
the Government, he must find ov 
means. If the Red campaigns 
were the only troubles ahead of 
‘the Labour Administration at Can- 
berrn, they would be grave 
enough, If they suceecd ins 
meeting the dangers which 
threaten them from every side 
they mov gro some way towards 
re-establishing in the minds of 
understanding people the badly 
damaged reputationof Australian 
Labour,

WHERE SURNAMES 


CAME 


FROM. 


N THE year 1987, Ladislas, King 

of Poland and Duke of Lithuania, 
galled his subjects together and 
announced that for the good of the 
nation they were all to be baptized. 
This was a rather elaborate under- 
taking and might have perplexed 
most monarchs, but Ladisias had 
carefully Inid. his plans. He 
separated the men und the women 
into two camps, and these in turn 
were divided into two! more. The 
men of the first group received the 
name of Peter, those of the second 
Paul: Hkwise, the Indies were desi- 
gnated elther ‘Catherine of 
Margaret, according to where they 
happened to be standing, 

Up to five or alx centuries ago, 
this matter of names was A per- 
plexing problem; udged by modern 
standards, the King of Poland's 
program seems rather impractical, 
but at least he was trying to 
catablish some definite system of 
nomenclature. The fact that he 
specified no surnames for hia sub- 
jects was not an oversight, for at 
that. period surnames yere not a 
popular commodity. Our ancestors 
seem to have managed to get along 
without them, and it was not until 
the fifteenth century that surnames 
came into general use in western 
Europe and the British Isles. In 
the course of years, the population 
increased, commerce was develop- 
ing. rapidly, and in every respect 
the business of living was continual- 
ly. growing more complex; nnd pre- 
sently there came a. time when o 
surname to distinguish an indivi- 


‘Tdual from his follows became an 


nbsolute necessity. 
lo * * * . ’ 

Surnames developed naturally, 
and they sprang from innumerable 
sources, Many are easily trace- 
able, but there others whose begin- 
nings are largely conjectural, The 
origin of names covers a vast field. 
and within certain limits the Iny- 
man’s guess a8 to the whys and 
wherefores of English surnames is 
as good ag the learned doctor's, 

There is a striking contrast be- 
tween given (or Christian) names 
and surnames. A given name al- 
most always carries a favourabl 
significance; if it does not, it i 
rarely applied. Few parents, for 
example, would undertake to name 
their children Judas, Nero, or 
Sextus. As to surnames, however, 
the rules are off and the sky is the 
limit; they cover a territory ‘prac- 
tically unlimited and include every- 
thing from the ridiculous to. the 
sublime, from the finttering to the 
downright slanderous, - 

This is no accident, but a logical 
development; surnames originated 
at a much later period than given 
names and they were conferred on 
an individual after his habits and 
charitcter were formed. His 
enemies, as well as his friends and 
relatives, had a hand in the process, 
a fact which undoubtedly accounts 
for.some of the more._bizarre | sur- 
names that have come down through 
the ages. i 

AS an example of how some of 
the:commonest namea have more 
curious origins than might appear, 
tuke the case of Green. The na- 
tural inference fs that Green, in its 
earliest beginnings, was somehow 
ussociated with colour. Perhaps the 
first of the family affected green 
haberdashery; perhaps he lived in 
a Rreen hguse. . 

The originel Mr. Green, however, 
cume by ‘his name in an entirely

favourite title for an inn or tavern, 
A certain Edward, let’ us soy for 
example, was the proprictor of such 
rin establishment; to distingulal 
him from other Edwards ‘in the | 
neighbourhood, he was referred to 
aa Edward of The Green Man. This 
was too much of o mouthful, and. 
eventunily it was contracted to Ed- 
ward Green. . a 

In his account of London during’ . 
the relgn of Charles Il, Macaulay 
wrote: . 

The houses were not numbered. 
There would, indeed, have been 
little advantage in numboring them, 
for of the couchmen, chairmen, por- 
ters, ard érrand boys of London, 0 
very small proportion could rend, 
It was necessary to make Tmarks 
which even the most igilorant could 
undorstand: The shops were there- 
fore distinguished by painted Bigns 
which gave a goy and grotesque 
aspect to the atrecls, : 


These medieval signboards were 
tho © source of many present-day 
surnames, and, as in the instance ~ 
of’ Green, other tavern keepers de- 
rived their titles from those of their 
catablishments. Thus “The Wild 
Man” gave rise to Wilde, or Savage. 
Similarly ‘The Lamb and the 
Flag.” “The King’s Hend,”. . and 
many others gave rise to Lamb, 
Flagg, King, and so forth. 

Industries and occupations were 
of course responsible for a2 
multitude of surnames, Before the 
introduction of the roller, the manu- 
facture of cloth depended upon 
its ‘belng trodden by human feet 
into the proper consistency. hose 
engaged in this work were the first 
to bear the name of Walker. The 
glovemaker’s shop was marked by 
n hand above its door; James or 
George or Robert Hand naturally 
followed, ax being somewhat sim- 
pler than James or George or Ro- 
bert the glove maker. The pro- 
genitor of the Fletchers fletched 
arrows for his _ living, and the 
original Mr. | Pepper apparently’ 
obtained his name, not on account 
of n stormy disposition, but because 
he was In the spice businces.. At 
some remote period, a lady brew 
master appeared on the scene and 
founded the family of Brewster, 
the Wainrights owe their title to 
tu wagon maker, und the most an- 
cient of the Parkers had charge of 
the inclosed areas: of his lord’s 
domain and waa so ‘tesignated. 

The origin of surnames, however, 
does not always follow such clearly . 
defined courses, und frequently the 
search for the beginning of,a very 
common name leuds into controver- . 
sial territory. : 

Any comprehensive directory 
affords .ample proof of how 
thoroughly. English surnames cover 
the animal, vegetable and ‘mineral 
kingdoms. Think of a name of 
this type, turn’ the pages, and it is 


an even chance that you will find-ft--> “ 


set down in black and white. 
Animal and bird surnames seem to | 
have appealed particularly to those «- 
who, in the dim past, were respon- 
sible for the titles that hnve come 
down through the centurics. 

- This is not always the case, how- 
ever.. The name Turtle, for ex- 
ample, though 2 comparatively in- 
frequent surname, derives its mean- 
ing not from the animal in question, 
but from tho turtle. dove, the sym- 
bol of constancy. Whoevér named 
the original Mr. Turtle was there-. © 
fore paying him a high compliment. 
Just the same,'a great many an‘mal 
names were originally conferred on 
their bearers In a literal sense. 

At some -period in history, there 
was a person conspicuous for his 
lurge bulk and elephantine’ traits 
in general; his descendants are the 
Oliphants and Ollivants of to-day. 
Some authorities hold . that . the | 
original Mr. Fox received the name . 
because of his prowess as a hunter; 
but it is just as possible that he 
had a shrewd and tricky tempera- 
ment and that Fox ‘axpresed {t ex- - 
actly.. Our ancestors did. not dis- 
tribute such names as Bear, Beaver, 
Drake, Pigeon, Otter, 
Oyster, Wren, Fish, Codd and a 
hundred others among the populace 
for nothing; it is not illogical. to 
suppose that the first of the Crancs 
was tall and lanky and that’ tho: . 
original Mr. Bear had a surly dis- 
position. ’

COURT APPEARANCE. 


By the arrest of an -nlleged 
tralicker Jn iielt oplum, the 
‘povenue Department has broken 
“Tp what it believes to be a lucra- 
tive smuggling: business, -an 
orgunisation which it has been 
endeavouring to break up for some 
time past, and one which wns not 
tracked down until considerable 
paling had been taken by offeers 
who had mach difficulty in tracing 
the source of origin: of a large 
quantity of opium which they had 
seized, 


The arrest of two women a4 
they disembarked from the Honp- 
kong Star Ferry Pier yesterday, 
with a large parcel of opium con- 
ceated un one of them. war the 
beginning of a long and tedious 
hunt fer the guilty party, and it 
was not until severa) places had 
been visited that a farther arrest 
was eflected and an even larger 
package was found. 


The facts were disclosed before 
Mr, Schofield at the Central Police 
Court this morning, when Revenne 
OMcer Ward charged three 
Chinese, two of them women, with 
being in possession of 65 tacls of 
raw opium, 


Mr. Hineshing Lo appesred for 
the second of the women anil 
entered a plea of not snilty on ber 
behalf, The firat woman admitted 
possession oof the contraband, 
while the man dented idl krow- 
ledge of it. 


Revenue Officer Ward accepted 
the plen entered by Mr, Lo. and the 
second defendant was accordingly 
discharged. - The case against 
the oman owas then proceeded 
with. 


Parcelx Round Waist. 


Demribing the fects of the case, 
Revenue Officer Ward informed 
his Worship that at about 9.16 am, 
yesterday othe first and secand 
defendants disembarked from the 
Star Ferry and ox they left the 
wharf they were arrested, later 
being taken to the Imports and 
Exports Office” The first: defen- 
dant’s appearance attracted atten- 
tlon and when asked if she had any 
opium an her she admitted ‘after 
hesitating Ghat she had.

‘One Stephen lo Blak in the Norman 
period was conspicuous for his dark 
features: and ia sometimes thought 
to have been the founder of the 
Tack family. tts alae supposed 
that the Blacks received their name 
fram the blackamiths, or workers 
in iron, that the Browns were not 
necessarily dusky hued in the be- 
vinning, but took their title in 
abbreviated form fron brown? 
smiths, or copper workers, and that 
the Whites may have sprung from 
the whiteamiths who controlled the 
tin and silver industrica, But 
Gray was evidently first applied. in 
respect to physical coloration, and 
Green, as explained, came from a 
tavern sign. 

Many surnames developed fram 
an individual's place of residence. 
John, for example, to distinguish 
him frem a hundred other Johns, 
was referred to as John at the 
wood, He was tisted thus in the 
Hundred Rolls, or country records, 
of medievil England. John at the 
wood, however, was too cumber- 
some and it wus ‘presently contract- 
ed to John Atwood. Stmilarly Ed- 
ward at the ash (tree) became 
Edward Nash, Thomas of seven 
ouks, Thomas Snooks, Robert in the’ 
date, Robert Dale, and so on,

Such names as Joy, Pride, Vice, 
Bliss and Love are tracenble not 
necessarily to the qualities of their 
original bearers, although that is 
quite possible, but more likely to 
the miracle plays or mysteries of 
medieval times, These were al- 
logorieal dramas, primarily  re- 
ligious, and -they afforded the 
foundations of the modern theater. 
The parts were acted, not by profes- 
sional players, but by citizens of the 
community, tf Adam “interpreted 
the role of Pride on the stage, he 
was quite apt to be known as Adam 
Pride for the rest of his daya. 

The crusades were also-a factor 
in the origin of surames, Jordan, 
as the result of thousands of Eng-

It is the elenfent of uncertainty 
that makes the origin of surnames 
tu fascinating study. The field is 
ko vast that no one enn speak with 
undisputed authority; and beyond 
n cortnin point, the doughtlest 
scholar and the verlest tyro are on 
an equal footing. Where and haw 
surnafnes originated is of no prac- 
tical consequence; they are no 
longer ar expression of chpracter 
or personality, . But if one sats out 
on the trail of a name, ho will pre- 
sently find himself in a province of 
carious facts and faneles whose ox- 
iS%tence he may never have, suspect-

COMMITTED ON TWO. 
MURDER CHARGES. 


“OPPORTUNITY ONLY.” 


Mrs. Sarah Annie Hearn — was 
committed by the Launceston Mag- 
istrates for trinl ht Bodmin Assizes 
on charges of murdering by pofson 
her sister, Miss Lydia Everard, and 
her friend, Mra. Alice Maud 
Thomas, at Lewannick, Cornwall. 

Mr. Patrick Devlin appqared for 
the Director of Public Prosecutions, 
and Mrs. Hearn was represented by 
Mr. Walter ‘West, solteltor, of 


’Grimaby. 


Mr, West, opening his cross-ex- 
umination of Dr, Roche Lynch, 
Senior Analyat to the Home Office. 
questioned him concerning his ex- 
periments to determine the arsenit 
content in the soll above and below 
Miss Everard’s coflin. 

Dr, Roche Lynch said: “I quite 
agree that the ideal experiment 
would have been to percolate watar 
through ft, of soil.” 

Mr, West—-I suggest that if you 
had done that the result would have 
been more arsenite. Dr. Rocha 
Lyneh—Slightly more. 

Further questioned, Dr. Roche 
Lynch said) that he put Miss 
Everard’s death under the chronic 
type of arsenical poisoning, — but 
suggested that there were doses 
from time to time, which gave rine 
fo neute attacks, Mrs. Thomas's 
death he ascribed ‘to sub-neute 
arsenical poisoning, 

Dr. Roche Lynch said that there 
might have been one or more doses 
of arsenic after the first in the case 
of Mrs. Thomas, but he could nut 
say how many, , 

In re-examination by Mr, Devlin, 
Dr, Roche Lynch said that he 
thought that the amount of colour- 
ing matter in a quarter or half oa 
xrain of weed-killer would easily be 
disgnufsed in food 

That is the case for the pro- 
xecution,” announced Mr, Devlin. 

When Mrs, Hearn was asked if 
she had anything to ‘say in answer 
Yo the charges, she replied ina firm 
voice: “Only that Lam not guilty.” 


“No Prima Facie Case.” 


Mr, West then submitted — that 
there was no evidence on which the 
Magistrates. could commit Mrs. 
Hearn to take her trial. 

No prima facie case, he declared, 
had-been made out. on which a jury 
was likely to find Mrs. Hearn 
guilty. 

“LT submit," he said, “that it ds 
your duty to discharge her, 1 have 
been here for ten days listening 
patienly, but simply in vain, fur 
one jot or tittle of evidence which 
suggests definitely or in any other 
way that my client was responsible 
for the death of these two women. 

“The prosecution have called 
nearly 50 witnesses in order to yet 
you to commit this woman for trial, 
but what is the net result? Only 
opportunity to do what it Is sug- 
gested by the prosecution  Alrs. 
Hearn did do. 

"Le yous commit Mrs. Uearn -on 
opportunity only, then I say. it will 
be a great iniustice to put this 
woman in peri] on such grounds.” 

Mr. West then reviewed the 
eyidence. : 

In regard to the cage of Miss 
Kverard, he said that: Mrs, Hearn’s 
attitude right through towards her 
sister was that of a devoted woman 
anxious to do all she could to gave 
her invalid sister. 

In the cnse of Mrs. Thomas, Mr. 
West sald that the suggestion of 
the prosecution was that in the 
short space of time between which 
she was asked to join the Thomaa’s 
on thelr trip to Bude on October 18, 
and wheo she did join them, she 
made up her mind to kill Mrs. 
Thomas, notwithstanding the fact 
that Mrs. Thomas had been a good, 
kind friend to her and her s{ster 
for years.

INCLUSION OF MAIN iINE 
SUBURBAN SERVICES. 


ABOLISH ‘TRAMWAYS. 


a 

Mr. Morrison’a long expected 
London Passenger Transport Hill 
is issued: ’ 

The Bill secks powers to: 

Set up 9 Passenger Transport 
Board'for an arca 26 miles round 
Charing Cross. 

Empower the Board to take over 
and work the Tube railways, the 
Metropolitan and the District  rall- 
ways, the tramway undertakings, 
and all omnibuses, and to make ar- 
rangementa for co-ordinating the 
auburban services of the four main 
line railways. 

Provide new pnasenger services 
and, under. certain conditions, to 
abandon tramways. 

The Bonrd is to consist of five 
Members to be appointed by the 
Minister after conaulation with the 
Treasury. ae 

These are to be, “persons who 
have had wide experience and have 
shown cfpacity in transport, — in- 
dustry, commerce, or finance, or in 
the conduct of public affairs.” They 
will hold office for seven yearn and 
be eligible for re-election. Member- 
ship of the House of Commons is 
a disqualification. 

Co-ordination and Capital. 

Complete consolidation of pas- 
eenger transport service Is secured 
by the taking over of all the under- 
takings already mentioned, . 

‘In regard to the certain sections 
of the four trunk raflway systems, 
the Bill seta up‘a Standing Joint 
Committee for the co-ordination of 
the services of the Board with those 
of the companics, It will consist 
of cight_ members—four appointed 
by the Board and one by each of 
the four amalgamated compinies. 
This boty may bring about a pool 
of all or part of the trafile receipts 
of the Board, and of the companies, 
or any one of them. 

As the capital invested in the 
passenger transport services of 
London amounts to something like 
£120,000,000, the taking over of 
these undertakings will be a com- 
plicated matter. 

The transfer of ownership of the 
Underground group will be by 
means of an exchange of stock; and 
ns to the privately owned omni- 
buses, either’ in this way or by 
payments in cash. The tramways 
are to be transferred on the basis 
of the Board paying anntally tho 
sums‘ necessary to enable the au- 
thorities to meet the Interest and 
redemption charges of their out- 
standing debt. But = the — local 
authorities can, if they so prefer, 
take stock issued by the Board 
instead of annual cash paymenst. 

An Arbitration Tribunal is to be 
set.up to confirm any — financial 
agreements us to transfer that may 
be arrived at, or, failing agreement, 
to settle the terms.’ 

Boats and Motor Coaches. 

There is a clause which empowers 
the Transport Board to exercise, by 
arrangement, the.powets —of the 
London.County Council for running 
steambont. services on the Thames 
within the arca of the County of 
London. : 

As regards long-distance motor 
coaches running into London, the 
Bonrd may, in apectal cases, provide 
services outside the 26 mile aren 
hut, generally speaking, {t will 
operate only within it, No one 
other than the Bonrd will, without 
its written consent, be permitted 
to carry any passenger in a stage 
carriage or express carriage if that 
passenger enters the vehicle at any 
place within the London Traffic 
Aren for the purpose of being set 
down within that urea. Provision 
is made under which compensation 
cnn be ¢laimed for loss where exist- 
ing businesses are prohibited or re- 
stricted under this power. 

Fares will be subject to revision 
by the Railway Ratea Tribunal, and 
in order to cnsure close contact be- 
tween the Board and the local au- 
thorities the London and Home 
Counties Traffic Advisory Com- 
mittee is to bo made o permanent 
body, its constitution extended, and 
its duties enlarged. . 

The London Passenger Transport 
Board will bave no State subsidy; 
it will pay Its own way.

South Chinn Bible Soctety. 


Reference has been made in pre- 
vious reports to the formation of thin 
Society in Hongkong and Canton. Its 
organfsation makes provision beth for 
the support and supervirion of local 
colportage activities, and through 
the observance in Chinese Churches 
of Bible Sunday for the 
port of the world work. 
the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. Mr. Burkwnll reports that 
grants for colporteurs, estimates, 
reports from tho field, appeals for 
the observance of Bible Sunday on 
behalf of the British and. Foreign 
Bible Society alt come before its 
executive committee for consideration, 
and have enabled the members of the 
committee to gain a larger vision of 
the Field which comprises the Hong- 
kong Sub-ngency, and clenrer insight 
into its needs. 

Bibles were presented to the 
geraduntes of the Hongkong Univer- 
sity wha were willing to receive them. 
This presentation has now become an 
annun! function in the life of the 
Christian Union of the University. 


Hongkong Sub-agency..

Political Repercussionn 


The political and economical con- 
ditions in this sub-agency in most 
districts havo favoured colportago 
work. Tho Delta has been quict and 
travelling has been Ivas dificult. Tha 
oponing of the now motor ronds from 
tho county towns cnd Important busi. 
reve centres has firilitated colportage 
work to a renarkabls degree. Indeed, 
tho whole cduntry is being changed, 
markets ond villages are being 
bronght on to the highways, and n 


-number of the older pla¢can thought 


of as river ports and centres of trafic 
are now becoming lem important. 
Tho river will continuo to serve a 
large acction of the Delta. People 
formerly encloned in out of the way 
villages, and in markets off the large 
stone Infd dyke roads, aro now reached 
hy motor roads and offer entirely now 
fields for the colportours’ efforts, 
It is our opportunity and we are doing 
our best to meet ft. 

Hainan, however, has hat! from time 
to timo its waves of unrest. Only 
during recent months have the mis- 
sionaries after yearn’ of cvacuntion 
or absence been able to reopen Kachek, 
During the year a Communiatie Band 
has held {ts own among the mountains, 
darting out ns ocenafon offered when 
the Government soldiers were em- 
ployed elsewhere, to loot and terrorize 
the people, and as quickly to retreat 
fo their fastnesses. Fortunately for 
the island this band han Incked skilied 
leadorship, | Colportnge work has 
been adversely affected by this unrest 
and fenr of attack. Under such con- 
ditions it fs diMflcult for strangers to 
move about among the villages. 

Tho peninsula of Liuchow, across 
the stralts-from Hninan has for nome 
years .enjoye the reputation of being 
completely disturbed. Robber bands 
seemed to have their own way from 
tho beginning to the end of the year. 
Church work and colportage had toe 
be discontinued. The tide has turned, 
The peninsula is quiet and Church 
work can be resumed. The Hongkong 
committee has arranged for colportage 
efforts tobe directed from Hainan. 

Other parts of the sub-agency 
further up beyond the neck of the 
peninsula have been quiet. There is 
n stretch of country along the const 
between Hongkong and Swatow in 
which we hnve not been able to 
resume ecalportage effort. Thin see. 
tion includes Bias Bay which is the 
centre of the South Chinn pirntes, 


Lacal Conditions. 


In Hongkong and the New Terrt- 
tories we feel that there has been rea} 
progress, We have been able to get 
more careful supervision. There Is 
apparent among the Churches in 
Hongkong a deep evangelistic fervour, 
a manifest hunger for the Scriptures, 
n desire to study the Bible and to 
circulate It. The Churches work 
together; strong bands of lay workers 
avall themselves of holidays and weck- 
ends to get into the hinterland — to 
preach the Gospel af Christ in the 
villages. Mr. Tsui Mau-chi has con- 
tinued to serve as colporteur in this 
arcu, . 

During the year slxteen colportcurs 
have been at work, They have cir- 
euleted 115,880 Scripture portions. 
A large number of Bibles and 'Testa- 
ments have been sold by Mr. Teul and 
hefe are included in the sales of the 
Bible Book and Tract Depot. 

Search is béing made for o suitable 
man to serve a6 Field Superintendent 
and Iender of the band of colporteurs. 


Bible Book and Tract Depot, 


The Depot throughout the year has 
been .under the superintendence of 
Mra. Donald. A change has been 
made during the year in the Chinese 
employees. Both are members of the 
Church of Christ in China, and are 
keenly interested in the sales of 
Bibles and other Christian Ilterature. 

During the year the Depot bas been 
in reccipt of a larger grant from the 
British and Forelgn Bible Socicty,

Religious Tract Socicty was again 
recelved. -Theso grants are of con- 
aldorablo -assfktance {n onabling the 
Depot to bo carried on, and in making 
it possiblo for the English and Chinose 
Christian literature to ho offered at 
reasonable prices. : 

The publications of the Studont 
Chriatian Movement have continued 
to sell rendily; and as a new venture 
the books of the Chinese’ Christian 
Literature Society have been stocked, 
and havo heen sold in Inrge numbors.

Jt has been intoreating: to watch 
the increasing number of Chinese 
Chrigtians who visit and mnke use of 
the Depot; it Jn hoped that when Fx- 
change conditions take a turn for the 
better that tho resuits of our trading 
will improve. The year 1030 ended 
with a loss of $367,902, which can bo 
accounted for entirely by the fuctua- 
tions In the exchange. Sales of 
general and = Chinese literature 
amounted to $8,085, but the central 
fenture of the Depot must always be 
accounted the xalo of Bibles. Durine 
4990, 8607 Bibles ‘and portions wera 

. . Details of these snics are given, 
and ‘attention in called to the 
wide variety of Inngunges in which 
the Bible is clreulated in Hongkong. 

Therd is no doubt of the servico 
which tho Depot renders to tho Chris- 
tlan community in Hongkong; and the 
committee appeals to all the Churches 
and individual Christinns to use tho 
Depot whenever possible, and in this 
way to ossist in carrying on through 
the difficult period through which the 
Colony: in general is passing. 


The World. Work.

AVOIDING WASTE. 


Mr. Herbert Morrison, Minister 
of Transport, speaking at the dinner 
of the Drapers’ Chamber of Trade 
sald so far as the retall trade was 
concerned he did not think there 
was any justification for pessimism 
with regard to the future, : 

Emphasising the need to avoid 
unnecessary waste or duplication in 
the drapery trade, he asked: “Is 
there n range of articles which can 
be standardised without diminish.
